— Ciiliaii -owned horses 
have he»‘n imieh in tlie liineliglit at Oriental Park 
dnrinu tlie past week. Tlie stable raeinj; in the 
name of Senor Lezama fnrnislied several winners 
in Wenonaii. Fleeha Negra. Itrobeek, Nareissns and 
Libyan Sands. Senor EteheKoyhen’s Moncreif lias 
finished seeond twiee and third twiee. One of tlie 
important Cuban stables, tliat of Senor Saninel 
Tolon. lias started but one horse. Sir Wellons, tlie 
eolt tiiat was pnreliased of \V. F. Sehnlte. Tlie 
iM'st liors«> in this string. Iniperator, is fast rounding 
to and is read.v for a winning iierforniaiiee. 

Senor Ix'zania’s horses have sliown wonderful iin- 
proveimnt since M. Daly took tliem over a week or 
ten days ago. and the colors of this laipnlar turfman 
sliould 1 m' seen in front quite frequentl.v from now 
on. Senor Lezuina is a wealtliy gentleman and is 
anxious to liave liorses eajiable of winning at Sara- 
toga and tlie metroiiolitan tracks in tlie east. Dur- 
ing tile coming summer liis trainer will, no doubt, 
lie commissioned to Im.v anytiiing tliat hsiks jiromis- 
ing. Daly, b.v tlie way, has eight fair hors<'s win- 
tering at Denning that he is training for different 
parties. Kingly, a colt that showed splendid form 
on tlie Canadian circuit during tlie season of 191.5, 
is among the numlicr. Kingly started but once last 
season, in the Jleiropolitau. He came out of that 
race with a slightly laiwed tendon and was imme- 
diately rut by for the year. Kingly lias never had 
II saddle on since then, but Daly reports his leg as 
good now as the day he was foaled anil he exix'cts 
him to be a gmid horse again next summer. He also 
has a maiden tliree-year-idd that has never faced 
the liarrier which is highly thought of. This colt 
was bred in France and is by Sun God. IVhen he 
leaves here in the spring for Denning. Daly will 
bring the best of Senor I>>zaina’s string with him. 

Senor Tolon Fas commissioned traincT Eddie Uath- 
inan to he on the lookout for what he considers good 
material. Like other rich Cuban gentlemen. Senor 
Tolon wishes to purchase only the lH*st and he, too, 
has desires of showing his colors at Saratoga. 
Itatliman is well pleased with his new purchase. 
Sir Wellons, and has hopes that he may develop 
into a Derby colt. 

Horse Show Engrrossing Attention. 

.7n.it now much interest is being taken in the com- 
ing hoise show which will be given by the Cuban 
government the latter part of February. The 
show will be lield at Oriental Park and will be under 
the management of Saninel W. Taylor, the well- 
known (.Xpert from the I’nited States. There is no 
doubt as to tlie success of the siiow. as every mail 
from the T’nited States brings assurances that piaiple 
of the liighest social misition will lie i-epresented 
by tlie best horses in their stables. General man- 
ager Taylor and a committee of prominent citizens 
of the I'nited States liave lieen busy preparing the 
program, wliicli will comprise eighty-tiiree clas.ses 
for all tyiics of horses. Tliis. together with the 
seventiK n classes, which will bo jirepared by the 
local committee for Cuban-bred and owned animals, 
will bring the total nii to 100. and the sliow will 
llien compare favorably with those held annually in 
Madi.son Siinare Garden in New York, and the 
Olympia, in London. England. 

The following well- known Americans liave do- 
nated cups for siM'cial classes: Iteginald C. Van- 

derbilt, Pierre Lorillard, Alfred D. Mackay. .lohn 
U. Townsend, 1. J. It. Mnrling, George I*, frban, 
O. J. Glide. L. E. Waring, .lames Cox P.rady, 
William Hazard. J. 51acy Willets, F. F. Field 
and K. .V. lauig. Tlie "Itider and Driver” has also 
donated a trophy. 

That tlie people of Havana are not iHdiind hand 
is evidenced by the fact that trophies will be 
jiresented by I’resident Jlenocal, the Ma.vor of 
Havana, the Governor, the Secretar.v of Agriculture, 
the Mayor of M.iriamio. General Jose Marti, William 
Lawton, ('apt. W. F. Smith, the Polo Club and the 
Cnba-Aincrican .lockey Club. All of these have 
been promised and there are nnnierous others who 
will, no doubt, follow tlieir example. In connec- 
tion with the sliow there will 1 k‘ a drag hunt from 
some region in the nidglilMirhood of Oriental Park 
with the finisli in the show ring. (,'oaehes will 
be run from Havana to Oriental Park and Walter 
11. Hanley, in addition to his celebrated liarness 
horses and hunters, will bring down his mammoth 
nine in-hand team of Belgian horses, each of 
'which weighs a ton. Much interest is lieing taken 
in the show by societ.v folks who are wintering 
at Palm Deach, and there is talk of a special train 
from the .Florida resort direct to Havana for the 
show. 

Steward Fitz Gerald Considers Innovation. 

(,’hristopher Fitz Gerald, the presiding steward 
at Oriental Park, is thinking serionsl.v of not per 
mitting apprentice riders to carry whips. He claims 
that many accidents come as a result of young riders 
tr.ving to use wliijis. Man.v of these little fellows 
aiai not strong enough to liold a horse together and 
whip at the same time and invariably wlien they 
draw their “persuaders” tln-ir mounts swerve and 
either jo.stle other horses or, in the niixnp, cross 
their legs and fall. This thing hapiK-iled here a 
few days ago, when jockey Sobel attempted to 
whip Dora Collins up to the leaders on the stretch 
turn. The mare is a big, heavy-headed horse and. 
when SolH'l drew bis whip, she sweiwed and, cross- 
ing her legs, fell. Sister Itiley and Drown Dab.v, 
which were directly Ixdiind her, also wc nt down, and 
Solid suffered painful injuries. Solid is under con- 
tract to E. K. Dr.vson. The lad is doing well and 
will Ix! up and almut in a couple of weeks. 

T!ie iiorsemei', held a iiKu-ting here on Mouda.v last 
and. among other tilings, it was decided to ask the 
racing secndiir.v to put on at least once :. week a 
race, the conditions of whicli called for maiden 
jockeys. It is presumed that this request is being 
fathered by some owner wlio has a non-winning 
jockey in liis stable. A race in which all of the 
jockeys arc inexi>erieiic(*d is a dangerous sort of a 
thing and it has lieen little short of a miracle that 
- accidents liave not occurred more often in races of 
this sort.

AMERICAN HORSES FOR EUGENE LEIGH. 



Going to Kentucky to Secure Some Racing Material 
— Not Wedded to Imported Animals. 



New York, .Tanuary 24. — When asked how sisin he 
intended to get together a stable of race horses in 
this country, Eugene Leigh replied that he might 
not do so at onees lint tliat he would have one be- 
fon* the end of the summer if he had to go out with 
a halter and eolh'ct his racers one at a time. He 
intends going to Kentucky this week to look over 
some of the thoroughbreds in tlie blue grass coun- 
try. and he is not wedded to the idea of confining 
his luircliases to imported animals. It liniks as if 
he might be able to pick up some rather good 
values. 

"If I open a stable iin.vwbere.” be said, “it will 
be right here at Gravi-send. It was always one 
of iii.v favorit<“ tracks wben racing in tliis country, 
and it seems to tie in fine sIiuim' at present.” 

It is considered certain that Mr. Leigh’s colors 
will be seen on the metroixilitau circuit the coming 
s*‘iison. 

While a visitor at Gravesend a few days ago Mr. 
I>eigli manifested a lively intert'st in O. ('. Kaseh’s 
two fillies. Dustpan and Goiifiscation. wliicb that 
liorseinan bad Imuglit out of Mrs. Duryea’s sale of 
yearlings at Saratoga last August. There was a 
sentimental n*ason for be had lieen the owner of 
Dramhle when that great progenitor of race horses 
made some of tlie most lirilliant achievements in 
the stud after having won for himself the title of 
"king of cup horses,” and both Dustpan and Con- 
fiscation are ricli in the blood of Dramhle through 
distinguished winning lines. Confiscation, sis- 
t(*r to the famous Shannon, is li.v Irish Lad. grand- 
son of Bramble in the female line through his dam 
Arrow-grass, while Dustpan lias a doiilila cross of 
Druniblc. iHith tlinmgli real racers. Her sire was 
the great stake winner Sweeiier (wliich won the 
Two Thousand Guineas for Mr. Duryea), a son of 
Broomstick, lie by Den Brush and lie by Bramble, 
while Dustpan’s stake winning dam. Banshee, 
brings in another Bramble cross through Irish Lad, 
.\rrowgrass and Bramble. 

Mr. Ix*igh says that Mrs. Duyrea’s siileiidid sire. 
Sweeper, is the finest looking tborouglibred he saw- 
in France, England or America. 

Jlr. Uasch, who has a pci-'iniarj- interest in two 
thoronglibreds now racing at New- Orleans, has oiil.v 
five tlioroughbn-ds at Gravesend for the w-inter and 
he is not in the market for any additions to his 
string, for the present at least. 

The stable w-liich he now has at Gravesend is 
made up as follow-s: Confiscation, b. f, 2, by Iri.sh 
Lad — Census by Etlielbert; Dustpan, b. f, 2, by 
Sw-eeper — Banshee, ' b.v Irish Lad. Next in im- 
portance as far as tlie two-year-olds are eoneerned, 
is a sturdy bay (-olt by Sw-eep, w-lilch sliow-ed a 
partii-ularl.v gi«id yearling trial last autumn, and is 
looked iqiou as one of tbs good racing prosiUK-ts 
of tlie stable. The fourth is the tliree-year-old 
colt Ghximy Gus, b.v Ogden — Happy Kate, wliicli 
w-on four stakes during the jiast season, and last 
on th« list is another tliree-year-old son of Ogden, 
i-alled Fresh. Early last season this eolt was re- 
garded more highly than Gloomy Gus. but be went 
amiss early in the season. He is doing w-ell now-, 
as he is finely formed, and has a good way of 
going, his owner hopes to s(>e him atone for his 
early failure by making a good tliree-year-old. 

AIM TO CRIPPLE BOOKMAKING IN MICHIGAN. 



L.insing. Jlieli., .lauiiar.v 21.— Tlie Woods racing 
bill, proliibitiiig tlie publication of all horse race 
results and entries from tracks where lietting i; 
liermittcd, w-ill b<‘ supplanted by a substitute pre 
pared in Attorney-General Groesbeck’s office at 
the riHpiest of iKith Kepresenfative Woods and the 
i-ommittee in charge of the hill. 

The substitute will exempt harness racing, legall.v 
condneted, from the operation of the hill, and thus 
will exempt the Miehigaii trotting and pacing cir- 
cuit meetings, the Detroit, Kalamazoo and Grand 
Uapids Grand Cin-uit meets and other Jiarness meet 
iiigs held ill llie smaller towns. 

The aim is to cripple the handlHKiklng iiidiistry 
in Dc-troit and otlier cities of the state, w-hicli, 
tiuiugh prohibited by existing law-s, flourishes w-itli- 
oiit any serious iiitcrferciu-e ou the part of the local 
isilic-e autliorities. As a practical measure it w-ill 
ha\-e only a partial effect, as the handlsKiks do not 
depend ou the iiewspatiers for their information, 
hut liave tlieir own means of securing and dis 
tributing sm-h news.

Covington, liccaiise of injurii's sus- 
tained late Saturday iiiglit w-heii he fell from a 
Louisville and Nashville passenger train at Seveii- 
teeiitli ami Scott streets. Covington. His skull was 
frat-tiired and liis left arm was broken in three 
jihi'-es. He was re|Kirti*d last night to liave re- 
gained coiiscioiisiiess and to be resting easy. 



Douiini(-k suffer<‘d a fracture of the skull as a 
result of his fall and was ruslied to one of the 
hos-iitals in Havana. He has been Imprc.-iiig and is 
said to Ih* out of danger 'i/j- now-. For a time, how- 
ever, it w-as feared tliat he w-oiihl not recover.

Champion Stakes of $15,000 Added Announced for 
1919 — Thoroughbred Horse Association Doings. 



I>exington. K.v.. Jan. 24. — .\t a meeting of the 
direc-tors of tlie Thoroughhn-d Horse AsscH-iation 157 
applicants were admitted to membership. Tlie ai>- 
plieations w-ere received from all parts of the c-onn- 
tr.v. the bulk of them liaviiig lieen signed at 
Tijuana. New- Orleans and Havana. 

Tlie directors made it quite plain that this asso- 
ciation stands opiiosed to the building and oiieration 
of any more race (racks in the province of Ontario, 
Canada and so instructed its secretary to advise 
officials of the ('aiiadian Racing Associations. Tliis 
.action is in line -.vith tlie iiledge made riy the Can- 
adian branch of the association at a meeting at 
Toronto. Seiitember 2S, with reference to tlie De- 
vonshire meiMing at w-hich time they voted that 
’nen. tiers of The Thoroiiglilm d Horse Association 
would’t ran* at an.v track in the province of On- 
tario not alread.v built. 

Tlie directors gave their hearty indorsement to a 
Champion Stakes, $1.5,000 added, for three-y(>ur- 
olds, one and tlm'e-eighths miles, colts and geld- 
ings to carry 122 pounds and fillies 119 pounds, 
to have its first running in the autumn of 1919 at 
Latonia; $10 to accompan.v nomination. $25 payable 
Jannar.v 1. 1918; $50 payable January 1, 1919, and 
$250 additional from each starter: w-inner to re- 
ceive all w-itli the exception of $2,500 to seexind, 
$1,000 to thini, fourth to save his stake; $1,000 
to nominator of w-i:iner, $.500 to nominator of sec- 
ond and $2.50 to nominator of third. It was sug- 
gested that tliis race, ■which will have a gross 
value of over $30,000, be named the ('hampion 
Stakes. A. B. IlaiiciK-k, the projKiser of the 
race. lias Is'Cii in corresiKindonce w-ith manager 
.Tolin Haebmeister and a number of bn'eders iiiHin 
llic subject and lie sa.vs lie feels sure the ra(*e can 
be closed in March w-itli 400 or more nominations.

New Orleans La., .lannary 24. — The $700 liiiiidi- 
cai> at a mile and seventy yards w-lii<-li featured 
toda.v’s card, resulted in a splendid wiiid-iiii. Boh 
Hensh'y wiiining b.v a s<-ant lengtli, noses separat- 
ing Hanovia, Syriiin and Hubbub. The w-inner 
sliow-ed the most sliced from tin* start and held on 
gamely in the final drive. Sy-rian’s show-ing was 
somew-hat lielow- that of his former start w-hrn he 
lH*at Hanovia, but his increasi'd weight probably 
told on liim. 

There w-as little variation this afternoon from 
former adverse eonditions excepting that the at- 
tendance showed an improvement over the pre- 
ceding days of this w-(*ek.

The iioor track conditions w-ere held resiHUisihlo 
for a pair of falls, but luckily tlie rid(*rs escaped 
injury-. Narmar, of tlie fallen ones, was led off 
the track with difficult.v. 

Several form reversals developed also during 
the afternoon, that of Moss Fox Ix-iiig particularly 
marked. In previous starts here lie has failed 
to show much speed, but this afternoon lie shot 
into a good lead at once and held the others safe 
all the way-. 

lluiidiemiir w-as easily best of the starters in the 
opener and started the favorite backers off in 
auspicious fasliion, but Col. McNab and York IjkI 
failed tliem badly- in tlie tw-o snec(*('diiig ra(-es. 
Km-elet w-as a smartly-backed gooil thing that 
brought grief to Disturber’s backers, w-Iio had ac- 
cepted a short (juotation against him. 

As a result of Little Ford’s bad track boliavior, 
he will be barred from further starting at this 
track, according to a ruling made by Judge Murphy 
this afternoon.
